Westlink Report | 


U.S. SENATOR BARRY M. GOLDWATER, K/UGA | 
(R-ARIZ), has made known his displeasure to 


the Comnissioners regarding a recent FCC 
Review Board decision. At a formal meeting | 


of his Senate Communications Subcommittee 
on Commerce, Science and Transportation, 

the Senator questioned the members of the 
Commission on what they were specifically 
doing in regard to the Review Board deci- 
sion that reinstated the license of a Cal- 


ifornia Ham who had lost it after an Admin- 
istrative Law Judge ruled that the language - 


he used was “indecent" and therefore a 
violation of FCC Regulations Part 97.119 
and 18 USC 1464. It is reported that 
Senator Goldwater made it clear to the as- 
sembled Commissioners, including Chairman 
Mark Fowler, that the Review Board decis- 
sion was definately not in the best inter- 
ests of the U.S. Amateur Service. The Sen~- — 
ator did not mention the Amateur by name, 
but only one such decision has been handed 
down in the Amateur Service and involves 
David Hilderbrand, N6BHU. of Los Angeles. 
Six weeks ago, the Review Board reinstated 
Hilderbrand's Technician Class license 
after ruling that conclusions reached in a 
similar case involving Pacifica Broadcas- 
ting could not be applied to the Amateur 
Service, and on Constitutional grounds 
under the 1st Amendment, they could not 
legally term Hilderbrand's language as 
falling under the criteria of “obscene, in- 
decent or profane.” The Westlink Report ap- 
plauds Senator Goldwater ‘s stand with the 
Commission; we feel that no one person's 
claim to a "right" gives him priority ov- 
er everyone else's. 


THE C.B.BANDITS are coming out of the 7 
woodwork to comment on "No Code." Westlink 
has received copies of a number of formal 
responses filed with the FCC from "“clande- — 
stine 10 3 meter pseudo-C.B. groups" all 
which favor a No Code Technician Class 
license, but with "Worldwide high freque- 
ncy operating privileges” included. 


THE ARRL APPEARS TO BE “STICKING 10 ITS 
GUNS" regarding the No Code issue. The 


latest edition of its public relations pub- 
lication Amateuradio contains a wel l-writt-' 


en item discussing the reasons why most 


Hams oppose No Code. The article emphasizes | 


the idea that the Morse code proficiency 
test is a "price to be paid for admission” 
to our hobby/service and that it is one 
test that can't be passed by a memorizing 
book. nx The DX Bulletin.

RADIO NETHERLANDS IS COMING TO THE 
AMATEUR BANDS. The station, located in 
Hilversum, Holland, is sponsoring a Special 
Fyents Amateur station which will operate 
the 30th of April in celebration of the 
official State Birthday of the Dutch Queen. 
Radio Netherlands staff members will be 
manning 4 Amateur stations on (or near ) 
91,400, 14.240. 27.055 amd 3.79 MHZ. Besides 
running a 2 meter F.M. station for local 
contacts. The Special Event stations will 
operate under the callsign PA6PCJ, and a 
special commemorative QSL card will be a- 
vailable. The Radio Netherlands’ program 
"Listener Feedback" will feature live re- 
ports from the Amateur operation, plus a 
discussion of Amateur Radio's participation 
in the World Communication Year celebration. 
Tnx G8WGN, Dutch World Broadcasting. 


ECC ACTION TO EXTEND THE TERM of Ama- 
teur licenses to 10 years is expected by 
the end of March, while expansion of 20 
meter radiotelephone operating privileges 
+s believed to be on the agenda for early 
April. Concerning phone expansion, the FCC 
has its own plan of placing General Class 
operation in the new, lower spectrum. The 
ARRL, on the other hand, favors a proposal 
that would simply move higher class licen- 
sees down into the new sub-band while ex- 
panding phone spectrum to all classes of 
operators (General or higher). Most foreign 
Amateurs openly oppose any expansion of the 
U.S. phone allocations on 20 meters, or any 
H.F. band. 


AMATEUR RADIO HAS WON AN IMPORTANT VIC- 
TORY over Cable Television in the Chicago 
area. Several C.A.T.V. companies have agreed 
to refrain from using cable channels E and 
K in that area, rather than having to face 
the prospect of cleaning up leakage problems 
to and from the Amateur Radio Service.

ENFORCEMENT OF C.B. RULES is not going to 
end, even though the service is in the pro- 
cess of being delicensed. An F.C.C. Review 
Board has revoked the C.B. license of Theo- 
dore —. Sousa, KEV-6939, for numerous viola- 
tions of Part 95 rules. Penalties in future 
rules violations cases could become even 
stiffer since license revocation will no- 
longer be a deterrent to regulatory viola- 
tions, making fines or imprisonment likely 
in severe cases. _

SAFETY FIRST 


Since Spring is just around the corner i 
feel that the subject of safety should be 
addressed. One area of the hobby can be 
rather dangerous if proper and careful | 
planning has not been accomplished, I'm 
speaking of antenna installations. Let me 
relay this story of a fellow amateur who 
did not think ahead. This gentleman is sit- 
ting at his desk answering a letter from 
his insurance company. " I am writing in 
response to your request for additional 
snformation for block number three of the 
accident reporting form. I put "poor plan- 
ning" as the cause of my accident. You said 
in your letter that I should explain more 
fully and I trust the following detail will 
be sufficient. 

I am an Amateur radio operator and on 
the day of the accident, I was working a- 
lone on the top section of my new 80 foot 
tower. When I had completed my work, I 
discovered that I had, over the course 
of several trips up the tower, brought up 
about 300 pounds of tools and spare hard- 
ware, Rather than carry the now un-needed 
tools and material down by hand, | decid- 
ed to lower the items down in a small bar- 
rel by using a pulley, which fortunately 
was attached to the gin pole at the top 
of the tower. 

Securing the rope at ground level, | 
went to the top of the tower and loaded 
the tools and material into the barrel. 
Then I went back to the ground and untied 
the rope, holding it tightly to insure a 
slow decent of the 300 pounds of tools. 
You will note in block number eleven of 
the accident reporting form, that | weigh 
only 155 pounds. 

Due to my surprise of being jerked off 
the ground so suddenly, | lost my presence 
of mind and forgot to let go of the rope. 
Needless to say, I proceeded at a rather 
rapid rate of speed up the side of the 


tower. In the vicinity of the 40 foot level, 


I met the barrel coming down. This explains 
my fractured skull and broken collarbone. 
Slowed only slightly, I continued my 

rapid ascent, not stopping until the fing- 
ers of my right hand were two knuckles 

deep into the pulley. 


Fortunately, by this time, I had regain- | 
ed my presence of mind and was able to hold 


onto the rope in-spite-of my pain. At app- . 


roximately the same time, however, the 
barrel of tools hit the ground and the 
bottom fell out of the barrel. Devoid of | 
he weight of the tools, the barrel now 
weighed approximately 20 pounds. I refer 
you again to my weight in block number 
eleven. As you might imagine, I began a

rapid descent down the side of the tower. 
In the vicinity of the 40 foot level, I 
met the barrel coming up. This accounts 
for the two fractured ankles and the lacer- 
ations of my legs and lower body. 

The encounter with the barrel slowed 
me enough to lessen my injuries when I fell 
onto the pile of tools and fortunately, 
that as I lay there on the tools, in pain, 
unable to stand and watching the empty bar- 
rel 80 feet above me...I again lost my pre- 
ence of mind. I let go of the rope."

maritime disaster 
averted |

On Friday afternoon 15 April 1983 at 
2103-Z (1:03 PM PST) Amateur Radio played 
yet another vital role in a maritime eme-' 
gency. This was the day Good Intention & 
was lost and the day Amateur Radio helped 
bring her home. 

WA6GON was listening in on the Mari- 
time Mobile Net on 14.313 Mhz at 2103-Z. 
Very few stations on the Net had strong 
Signals, since at the time (according to 
WWV), the HF bands were experiencing a 
severe inospheric disturbance. A weak, 
fading, four-by-three signal was heard, 
"Break break break:+-priority traffic!" 

Net Control did not hear this station as 
evidenced by the station's successive 
attempts to attract attention. WA6GON 
hearing no response to the urgent call 
and unable to raise Net Control himself, 
called the breaker directly and estab- 
lished contact. 

The distant voice was that of Archie 
Kelley, KD6PH/MM2, the “Ham Hero" of 
this event. Archie was aboard his sailing 
vessel the Shary Lee just off the coast 
of Mexico near Turtle Bay. Archie began 
relaying the plight of the thirty-three 
foot, white hulled Yorktown sloop, the 
Good Intention. 

Archie said he had joined a marine 
search for the vessel Good Intention that 
two other vessels had inititiated sixteen . 
hours prior to his arrival. None of the 
searchers had been able to contact shore 
Stations for assistance on marine radio 
circuits; therefore, WA6GON was requested 
to contact the nearest Coast Guard Search 
and Rescue headquarters. 

Archie advised that the Good Intention 
had established VHF marine radio contact 
with another vessel, the Timberwolf at 
0530-Z 15 April. Good Intention reported 
She had lost her mast in a thirty-five | 
knot wind; further, that she had rigged a 
makeshift sail since she had no auxillary 
engine. Good Intention and Timberwolf arr-_ 
-anged a rendevous so that Timberwolf could. 
tow Good Intention into Turtle Bay. Her 
two male passengers both in their fiftys _ 
were not injured. Good Intention proceeded 
downwind at 0530-Z from her last reported 
position of 115° 5' West, 279 40' North, | 
five miles off Rompiente Point. Winds at | 
the time were thirty to thirty-five knots | 
at 300° magnetic and her course was 150° | 
magnetic. 


The Timberwolf later arrived at the 
rendevous point near Turtle Bay but the 
Good Intention never arrived. Good Inten- 
tion had reported that her battery was be- 
coming weak and evidently lost the use of 
her marine VHF radio as Timberwolf was 
not able to reestablish radio contact. 
Timberwolf began a systematic search along 
with another vessel that had volunteered 
to assist, the vessel Darkstar. Timber- 
wols's fear was that the Good Intention 
had been swept into open sea unable to 
navigate. 


Timberwolf and Darkstar searched up and 
down the coastline all evening and early 
into the next morning when at 1535-Z the 
Shary Lee with KD6PH/MM2 onboard arrived 
in the Turtle Bay area. Timberwolf relayed 
to Archie the plight of the Good Intention 
and Archie in turn to WA6GON in Concord, CA. 

Over a period of about four hours from 
2103-Z, WA6GON periodically relayed pertin- 
ent information to and from Lt. De Young 
at Coast Guard Search and Rescue Headquar- 
ters in Long Beach, CA., by telephone. 

Archie not only provided the Coast Guard 
with the first notice of this missing ves- 
sel, but was able to plot a course for the 
drifting Good Intention based on his know- 
ledge of local currents and winds. KD6PH/MM2 
also took it upon himself to dock at Turtle 
Bay and notify Mexican authorities there. 
The Militia at Turtle Bay in turn began a 
notification to all local vessels to be on 
the lookout for the crippled sloop. No se- 
arch and rescue service was available at 
Turtle Bay so it was up to boat captains 
to keep a watchful eye. 

The Coast Guard was considering the dis- 
patch of a C-130 aircraft from Sacramento, 
CA., to conduct an air search for the Good 
Intention the next morning if their inqui- 
ries through other official channels proved 
unfruitful. An urgent notice to mariners 
was immediately broadcast by Coast Guard 
radio based on the information Archie was 
able to provide. 

After about 0100-Z Archie and WA6GON 
had really done all they could. The Coast 
Guard had obtained from Archie as much in- 
formation as they needed and all appropri- 
ate authorities had been notified. Archie 
tied up at Turtle Bay to make repairs and 
Spend the night. GON went to work one hour 
late. All that could be done now was to 
wait.

Bay. This information was verified for Lt. 
De Young a few hours later by his Amateur 
Radio contact in Sherman Oaks, Southern, CA. 
K6IKI, through the Manana NET (meets 1900-Z 
14.340 Mhz, Monday through Saturday). A 
happy ending to what could have been a very 
sad story. 

Amateurs participating in the effort to 
save the Good Intention as recorded At 
WA6GON were: KD6PH/MM2 from Coronado, CA.; 
K6IMV, Pleasant Hill (big-gun relay and 
moral support for GON); W4EZI, Tampa, FL. 
(relay); K6IKI, Sherman Oaks, CA.;and WA6GON 
Concord, CA A round of applause also goes 

to the patient stations who were listening 
on the NET frequency during the time crit- 
ical traffic was being passed. 

At this writing it is unknown if the. 
Good Intention was located as a direct re- 
sult of Amateur Radio participation; how- 
ever, the efforts of all Amateurs involved 
did not go unnoticed by the Coast Guard. 
Lt. De Young passed on, "Job well done!" 
That's all that really matters.
